As 
we  continue  to  study  and  refine  this  system, 
students  and  parents  should  gain  confidence 
in  its  consistency,  fairness,  and  good  sense. 

In  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  change 
in  our  marking  system,  the  elementary 
"prizegiving"  no  longer  exists;  in  recent 
years  it  has  become  -  despite  its  good  inten- 
tions -  more  of  an  exercise  in  exclusion 
rather  than  reward.  Through  Director's 
Awards  and  other  ongoing  forms  of  recog- 
nition and  praise,  we  seek  to  encourage  all 
boys  throughout  the  year  for  their  effort, 
achievement,  and  citizenship.  The  Elemen- 
tary School  Closing  and  Grade  7  Graduation 
does  feature  "special  awards";  they  are  both 
a  concession  to  tradition  as  well  as  a  recog- 
nition of  the  achievements  of  a  few  boys. 
We  celebrate  primarily  the  success  of  all  stu- 
dents this  year,  and  particularly  that  of  the 
Grade  7  class,  who  graduate  to  the  Secon- 
dary School.
